To  Wm.  Bowdoin,  Constable  of  the  Town  of  Ripley,  in  the 
County  of  Somerset,  GREETING:. 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  yon  are  required  to  notify 
and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Ripley  qualified  by  law 
to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Town  House,  in  said  town,

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  repair  the  wbai  fing  at  the 
south  end  ^of  the  lower  Mainstream  bridge,  and  raise 
money  for  the  same  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  drain  the  new  burying 
ground,  and  raise  money  for  the  same,  or  act  anything 
thereon, 
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Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  hearse,  and 
raise  money  for  the  same,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Art.  9.  To  ste  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  town  library, 
and  raise  money  for  the  same,  or  take  any  action  in  rela- 
tion to  procuring  a  library. 

Art.  10.  To  8ee  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  road  machine, 
and  raise  money  for  the  same,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  hire  the  road  machine 
run  and  raise  money  for  the  same,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  town  system 
o±  schools. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  abate  David  Emery's  tax 
for  1888,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  abate  Allen  Wing's  tax 
ior  1888,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  Charles  E.  Carr  for 
damage  claimed  by  reason  of  defect  in  highway. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  charge  the  lines  of  the 
road  leading  from  the  village  to  St.  Albans,  or  act  any- 
thing thereon. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  list  of  names 
prepared  by  the  municipal  officers  for  the  jury  box. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  selectmen  in 
relation  to  keeping  tramps,  or  act  anything  thereon.
